Alberta citizens to the age 
of 18 and 65, will be asked to 
register as voluntary blood 
donors when the Alberta Divie- 
ion, Canadien Red Cross Socie- 
ty in augurates Donor Enrol- 
ment week June 15 to Qlet. 
The Red Cross donor enrolment 
committee in Carbon, under the 
chairmanship of Mrs, Frank 
Emery will be responsible for 
the registration of voluntary 
donore in this district. 

Gone will be dieting days, 
when a prospective donor had 
to choose between a full meal 
and giving a donation of blood 
Under the new system which 
has been developed by Dr. W. 
Stuert Stanbury, National dire 
ector of the Red Cross free 
Blood Transfusion Service, the 
giving of blood is a simple half 
hour job with no prediet and 
no discomfort. But the results 
can not be measured in terms 
of time and personal conveni- 
ence for your blood might save 
the life of your neighbor. 

Residents of Carbon will be 
asked to register as voluntary 
donore during the week set for 
this purpose, June 15 to 21. 
the actual giving of blood will 
be-undertaken at a time to be 
announced later when the mo- 
bile Blood Transfusion Clinic 
will visit thie district. at that 
timethe ‘Local Red Cross 
branch will provide quarters 
and certain staff with the 
mobile unit providing all equip- 
ment and medical, nureing and 
technical ataff. 

This new humanitarian ser- 
vice which is already servicing 
the hospials of British Col- 
umbia will provide blood and 
plasma, free of any charge what 
soever, to all hospital patients 
where the local institution has
